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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to Applicant's submission filed 12/15/08, responding to the 
10/15/08 Office action which detailed the rejection of claims 1-20. Claims 1 and 1 1 have been 
amended. Claims 1-20 remain pending in the application and have been fully considered by the 
examiner. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 12/15/08 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

3. Applicants' arguments, see pages 7-8, filed 12/15/08, with respect to the new limitations 
in claims 1 and 1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1 and 
1 1 have been withdrawn. The arguments are equally persuasive with respect to the dependent 
claims 2-10 and 12-20. Likewise, the rejections of these claims have also been withdrawn. 

4. On page 7 filed 12/15/08, Applicants assert that support for the newly claimed subject 
matter is found at least in column 10 lines 29-30 and Fig. 3B of U.S. Patent 7,389,496, which 
was incorporated by reference in paragraph [0001] of the specification. In accordance with 37 
CFR § 1.57(c) and MPEP § 2163.07(b), U.S. Patent 7,389,496 is treated as part of the text of the 
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application as filed, and the cited passage is regarded as providing essential material for the new 
claim limitations. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the other 
claimed limitations, if two groups of said status indicators consolidate to a single consolidation 
status indicator of said hierarchical register consolidation structure, one of said container objects 
being associated with said at least one of said element objects is a virtual element object, said 
virtual element object being said parent object to one of said container objects associated with 
said element objects representing said status indicators of one of said two groups. These 
limitations are present in each of independent claims 1 and 1 1 . The distinctions provided by the 
independent claims apply to all dependent claims.
